Mr. Groth explained he 
had purchased the calf from Dr. 
Rob­ 
erts, and gave bonds for his appear­

An unfortunate accident marked the 
first day of the Second Regiment at 
Camp Lincoln. 
Private Theodore T. 
KNppLh, a new member of Company 
1. wa- drowned ia the swimming pool, 
at, 
Private Adolph Gilhus. Company 
A. narrowly escaped the same fate. 
The accident occurred 
about 2:30 
o'c o< k Saturday afternoon, when there 
w* re but eight swimmers in the pool. 
Kleppish could not swim. 
He went in­ 
to the pool at a place where the water 
i- -hallow, but the bottom, which is of 
cement, -lopes gradually to a depth of 
fifteen feet. 
Kleppish got beyond his 
depth while trying to swim, lost his 
presence of mind, and -arik to the bot­ 
tom. 
fie did not call for help, but Gil­ 
hus, who had been swimming in the 
pool, noticed his danger and quickly 
went to the rescue. By that time Kiep- 
pish was in the deepest of the water. 
: When Gilhus neared 
him Kleppish 
threw his arms about Gilhus’ neck and 
the two disappeared together. 
They 
remained down for 
sometime, 
and 
when they came up Kleppish wa-, still 
clinging to Gilhus* neck. 
The men 
were clasped in ea<h other’s arms, and 
the other swimmers thought they were 
ducking each other. 
They disappeared a -econd time and 
wnnt to the bottom. Soon Gilhus’ bead 
appeared above the water for a second 
arid he called loudly for help. 
Private 
Leo Humphrey, Company D, went to 
the rescue. 
He dove and located Gil­ 
lum. who was -tanding upon the bot­ 
tom, unable to get away from Klep­ 
pish, who at this time was clinging to) 
j his legs. 
Humphrey did not know the! 
two went down, so he took Gilhus by j 
I the hair* and swam out with him. 
Gil- j 
bus is a good swimmer, but his fight j 
for the life of Kleppish had exhausted j 
him. 
Besides, he had 
been beneath 
the water for a long time, and had j 
taken some of the water into hi-* lungs, j 
After being brought to the bauk Gil- j 
bus was unconscious, but was rolled i 
upon a barrel and resuscitated. 
Peter Erickson, Company F, the best, 
diver and swimmer in the regiment,: 
heard of the accident and ran for the j 
pool, undressing on the way. 
He dove' 
from a spring board and located Klep- j 
pmh the first time. 
He came up and j 
went down a second time, coming up' 
with tbe body of the soldier in his 
arms. Kleppish was beneath the water 
more than ten minutes. 
Lieutenant Byrne, the assistant sur-i 
geon, made a heroic effort to .save the 
young fellow’s life. 
Byrne worked on 
Kleppish for an hour, w ten he became 
exhausted and was forced to give up 
tbe effort. 
Life wasext.net, and Kiep- 
pish •* body was brought to the camp. 
This is the second narrow 
escape 
from drowning which Adolph Gilhus 
has had. 
Two years ago he was resus­ 
citated after being unconscious for two 
hours, part of which time he showed no 
signs of life.
